Directions for the Cultivation of Vegetables. 


To secure a good crop of vegetables, three things at least are necessary, viz., a suitable soil, pure 
seed, and clean culture; to which may be added as equally necessary, an abundant supply of good barn- 
yard manure, supplemented, when this runs short, by artificial fertilizers. The exposure for a vegetable 
garden should be preferably south or southeast, or nearly so. The soil should be naturally rich and 
friable, a sandy loam being among the best. If the soil be stiff, it should be gradually mellowed by the 
free use of barn-yard manure, or, if convenient, by the addition of sand. If wet, or inclined to hold an 
excess of moisture, it should be under-drained, preferably by tile; but if possible, a location should be 
selected naturally dry and free from suriace water. . 

A dark colored soil, or one supplied with a goodly portion of decayed vegetable matter, will produce 
the earliest crops. If the soil be shallow, it should be deepened gradually by plowing or spading an inch 
or two deeper each year, and not all at once by trenching or sub-soiling, unless manure and money be 
both abundant. A sandy soil may be greatly improved by adding more or less vegetable mold from the 
woods. To produce the best and most uniform results, the vegetable garden should haye at least ‘one 
foot of good, rich soil. The roots of large trees should not be allowed to encraach on any part of the 
garden, though large trees, especially evergreens, sufficiently far off, afford a valuable protection on the 
north and west. 

Mark the garden off into squares or beds of convenient size, to facilitate the practice of a rotation 
of crops, which is an important matter. Asa rule, never let the same crop or kind of vegetable occupy 
the same bed or spot two years in succession. Potatoes, onions and a few other things may form an 
exception to this rule, but it is nevertheless better to keep up rotation. Every year these beds must be 
warmed up by a liberal coat of manure, whicn should be thoroughly mixed with the soil. Grow every- 
thing in drills or straight lines. Larger crops from a given surface are grown in this way, and cultivation 
becomes simple and comparatively easy. 


2 A FEW SEEDS AND PLANTS OFFERED BY 


The ground should be frequently hoed to kill the weeds and keep the soil mellow; and the proper 
time to hoe is just when the weeds appear above the ground. Briefly, the proper way to kill weeds is 
never to let them grow. If the weeding be done at the time suggested, it can be mostly and quickly done 
by the use of a sharp-toothed steel rake. 

Where the material and conveniences are at hand, much time may be gained by starting certain 
kinds oi plants in a hot-bed, or even in a cold-frame, the latter being a very convenient thing, even ona 
small place. The hot-bed is chiefly intended for raising early Tomatoes, Egg-Plants, Peppers, Cabbage, 
Cauliflower, Lettuce, ete.; but as all these plants can now be bought cheaply of the seedsman at the 
proper time, the expense and labor of a hot-bed can, in many-cases, be dispensed with, especially on 
small places. 

To Prepare a Cold=-Frame.—The cold-frame is simply a frame set on the ground, no bottom heat 
being applied. It is banked up on the outside during the winter with old hay, straw or coarse 
litter. The soil is prepared by forking in and thoroughly mixing to the depth of ten or twelve inches a 
liberal quantity of old, well rotted manure. The manure of an old hot-bed is good for the purpose. The 
frame is prepared in the fall and young Cabbage, Cauliflower and Lettuce plants are set out init in time to 
get well established before very cold weather. Cauliflower and Cabbage should be set down to the first 


leaf, and the soil made firm around the. plants. The seed is usually sown in this vicinity from the 15th _ 


to the 20th of September, but the very early kinds some eight or ten days later. The young plants will 
be ready to transplant in about twenty-five or thirty days. During cold nights and stormy days, the beds 
should be closely covered with the sashes, and these further protected by straw mats or shutters. Cauli- 
flower needs more and closer protection than Cabbage, as it is rather more tender. During mild days 
admit air freely, the object being to keep the plants in a dormant state, without actual ireezing, so that 
when spring comes the plants are in a forward state for setting out early crops. Seeds oi Cabbage, 
Cauliflower, Lettuce and Radish may be sown in a cold-irame in the spring irom the last week in Febru- 
ary to the first week in March. The frame should stand in a Warm and sheitered spot, and be kept from 
freezing by mats ora thick covering of straw during cold nights. 


Directions for Making a Hot-Bed. 


In this vicinity, from the first to the middie of Marchis quite early enough to make a hot-bed, and 
even a little iater will do well enough. The time must vary according to the latitude. Provide a 
quantity of fresh horse manure from the stables, and add to this, if they can be had, one-third to one- 
half of its bulk of leaves. Mix them thoroughly, tramping down the mass in successive layers, and form 
into a large pile, so that fermentation will proceed even in severely cold weather. In two or three days 
fermentation will be apparent by the eseape of steam from the heap. Now turn again, and allow the 
heap to remain two or three days longer, or until the second fermentation commences. Make an excaya- 
tion, or pit, two and a half feet deep, and of a size suited to the number of plants required. The pit will 
be better if built up of brick. It should be made in some dry, sheltered spot, facing the south or east, if 
possible. Hot-bed sashes are usually 6x3 feet, and one sash will generally give early plants enough fora 
large family. The frame for sashes should be eighteen inches high at the back aud twelve inches in 
front, which will give the proper slope to catch the sunlight. Cross-pieces should be placed for the sashes 
to slide on, to facilitate opening and shutting the frames. When everything is ready, the manure is 
placed in the pit and trodden down firmly in layers to the required depth, two to two anda half ieet. 
Then put on the sashes, and keep the pit closed until the heat rises. At first it will probably be 100° or 
more, which is too hot to sow the seed in; but in two or three days it will subside to 90° or a little less, 
when the soil may be put on to a depth of six to eight inches. The heat may be readily ascertained by 
plunging a thermometer in the manure. The soil should be well-rotted sod (or common garden soil will 
do), mixed with about a third of fine, old manure, and in this the seeds may be sown thinly in drills two 
or three inches apart; and afterwards (as soon as out of the seed-leaf) either thinned out or else trans- 
planted to another frame. Air must be given every mild day by raising the sashes at the back. Water 
with tepid water whenever necessary, and during cold nights and snow storms keep covered with straw, 
mats, or board shutters. Tomatoes, Peppers and Egg-Plants should be sown in a separate frame from 
the Cabbage, Cauliflower and Lettuce, as they require more heat than the latter. The same directions 
may apply to hot-beds made on the surface of the ground, except that the manure should be at least & 
foot wider on all sides than the frame.

How to Make a Lawn A fine lawn is an unfailing mark of intelligence and taste, to 

¢ obtain which the main point is tostart right. It is now a de- 
eided fact that seed will make a better lawn than turforsod. The best soil is a good medium texture, 
neither very heavy or excessively light; the surface should be raked repeatedly, thoroughly pulverized 
and smoothed to the desired grade; remove all large stones, roots and hardened pieces of earth that 
cannot be readily broken. As portions sink, the hollows should be firmly filled, ample time being 
allowed for the thorough settling of the soil, which is greatly aided by a few heavy showers oi rain, and 
at the best time for lawn-making (usually April) these are usually sufficiently abundant. When the soil 
is firm, level and suitably moist, sow our lawn grass seed at the rate of 3 or4 bushels per acre. One pound 
is sufficient to sow asmal!l yard 15x20 feet, or 300 square feet. It is unwise to be too economical in the 
quantity of seed used, if the best results are desired. The seed should be sown broadcast and as evenly as 
possible, then rake lightly and give a thorough rolling or pat well with the back of aspade; the seed must 
be well firmed in the soil. When the young grass attains a height of 3 or 4 inches, carefully mow with a 
sharp seythe. After this, according to the season, it should be mown with lawn mower every week or ten 
days. Each season the cultivated grasses, after going to seed, lay dormant; at this time wild grass will 
appear to some extent, but only ior a short time, as it will succumb to the vigorous second growth of 
the other. : 


Renovatin Lawns When your lawn has aiready been established, you will find it to 
z ¢ your advantage to lightly re-seed each season. As early as possible, 
earefully rake off all dead leaves, ete., and sow our lawn grassseed at the rate of one bushel to the acre; 
roll thoroughly, or pat well with the back of aspade. To preserve a lawn in good condition an annual 
dressing ot our lawn fertilizer (300 or 400 pounds per acre) should be used.
